NKW YORK, NOV. 12.—Mrs. Voorhees, 
a well known lady of this city, has re- 
cently returned from an extended tour 
through the great northwest. To a 
World xepwier 
ahe «elated some of the 
experiences of her travels. 
"What has 
impressed me most profoundly," she 
said, "and 
filled 
me with a horror, 
which grows with the recollection of it, 
is the awful condition of the Indian 
women in Alaska. 
In aU that country 
there is no law, there can be no restraint, 
and the lowest animal passions of the 
rough miners, trappers, hunters, soldiers 
and sailors rage unchecked. The Indian 
women are considered the lawful spoil of 
these men; they steal them if they can; 
if not, they buy them from their parents 
^or a knife or a jug of rum, or a string 
of beads. If these considerations do 
not weigh, then they 
make the old 
people drunk and carry oflf the girl. A 
miner will come and dicker for a girl of 
fourteen, and bear her oflf shrieking 
with terror. 
She becomes the slave of 
the whole camp, and is finally sent back 
to her people to die."

THB KANSAS MIMB BISASTBB. 


Soenes a n d Incidents 
Connected 
With the Deadly Bacplosion at 


Pittsbnrr. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 12.—Dispatches from 
Pittsburg, Kan., give the following as 
some of tlie incidents of the mine horror 
at that place: 
For hours after the ex- 
plosion that snuffed out the lives of fully 
a hundred men, the scene at the pit was 
distressing. 
Poorly clad women,"with 
babies clasped to their breasts, came 
through the darkness by the light cast 
from the bon-fires, like haggard, un- 
canny beings from another world. Some 
shrieked above the storm and muttered 
as they fell helpless on the shoulders of 
their stronger neighbors. 
Still others 
were mad in their despair, and tore 
their hair and garments, and would 
have dashed into the tomb headlong but 
for the strength exerted by miners from 
others shafts. 


It can be poitively 
assei-ted that 
thirty-nine bodies have been taken from 
the mine, and that there are probably nine 
or ten more in the mine. 
Of the bodies 
already taken out, thirty-three have 
been taken out dead. 
A dozen physi- 
cians have l)een constantly at the scene, 
ready to render any assistance in their 
power, but the vast majority of the vic- 
tims were beyond their aid. 


The bodies were placed in rows pon 
the ground, where the rain and snow 
beat upon them. 
Most of the victims 
were shockingly mutilated, and some 
were so disfigured as to be unrecogniza- 
ble. All were covered with blood and 
dust, and many were almost stripped of 
their clothes. 


There are still about fifty bodies in 
the lower levels. 
Some of the victims 
were found buried beneath immense 
weights of slate, while others were dis- 
covered in groups and all kinds of po- 
sitions. 
Two men, who are not yet 
identified, were tightly locket! in each 
other's arms, and it was with great 
difficulty they .were torn apaz-t. 
Their 
eyes had been blo\vii out by the ex- 
plosion and their 
faces so hombly 
crushed that tlie bones were gi-oundinto 
the fle.sh.

PiTTSBURd, Nov. 12.—The accounts 
of the miiifi disaster at Frontenac liave 
been so largely' overdrawn that it is 
deemed proper for the information of 
the public that at least one true state- 
ment of the facts should be officially 
given. 
Uj) to Sunday evening at 6 
o'tilook, thirty-nine dead 
bodies had 
been recovered, and about twtmty in- 
jured. 
Of the latter, not to exceed five 
will die, and probably not that many.

ST. Louis, Mo., Nov. 12.—News was 
received here, to-day, from Tishomin- 
go, the capital of the Chickasaw Na- 
tion, that Governor Guy was assassi- 
nated late Saturday night. 
Advices 
frwn the Chickasaw Nation are that 
serious trouble is imminent between the 
followers of Governor Guy and his op- 
ponent in the late election, the sup- 
porters of Chief Byrd. 
Tlie report of 
the assassination of Governor Guy is 
confirmed. 


Three weeks ago Jerry Shoaff, with a 
party of young |riends, some five in all, 
entered Wm. Golicke's saloon, on East 
Main street, and ordered a round of 
drinks. 
They ensconced the liquor, 
but refused to settle for it. Mr. 
Golicke protested that he must have 
pay for his stuff, and a quarrel ensued. 
Mr. Shoaff, the most belligérant of the 
party, picked up an iron spittoon, and 
with all the force at his command, 
struck Golicke on the head with jt, 
felling him to the floor. 
Reaving the man almost lifeless, the 
young fellows fled, but tlie police cap- 
tured them later, and all were fined 
except Shoaff, who was held under bail 
to await the result of Golicke's injuries, 
the physicians having pronounced them 
serious, if not fatal. 


Golicke continued to hover between 
life and death until 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing when he died, placing against young 
Shoaff the henious crime of murder. 


A week ago young Shoaff's bond was 
increased to $1,000 and in that sum was 
admitted to bail, his father Mr. J. B. 
Shoaff, going security. 


Anticipating Golicke's death the of- 
ficers began search for young Shoaff last 
night, but he was not to be found. 
Sheriff Viberg was up all night and 
early this morning he started to Hiinter- 
town, the young man's former home, 
ho])ing to get some trace of the fugitive. 


With Shoaff the night of the assault 
were Cha.«. Wort who was killed on the 
Fort Wayne road, Friday night last, 
aud Charley Turner and Art Hamel. 
The oflicers may hold the two last named 
jis accomplices. 


Coroner Stellhorn this morning be- 
gan an in<iuest and summoned Drs. 
Dinnen, Stemen, Porter and Hardy to 
make an examination of the dead man 
and ascertain the exact cause of his 
death, which they pronounce as resulting 
from concussion of the brain, superin- 
duced by a blow.

IT IS thought by a number of Indiana- 
polis politicians that Col. Robertson, of 
this city, will be appointed United 
States marshal for Indiana. 


THE indications are that the prohibi 
tionists have done about as well in In 
diana as they expected to. 
Betums 
from thirty-nine counties show that the 
vote for Fisk was 5,719. 
The same 
counties in 1884 gave St. John 1,649 
and in 1886 Gale 5,074, showing a gain 
over 1884 of 24.6 per cent, and over 1886 
10 per cent. 
If the same rate of gain is 
sustained in other counties the total vote 
in the state will be about 10,000. 


STEVE BBODIE, the foolish imitator of 
Sam Patch, made a leap Friday from 
the Poughkeepsie bridge to the water 
below, a distance of 212 feet, and it is 
probable that he will meet the fate of 
Sam Patch as a result of his folly, 
Although not killed instantly, he seems 
to have sustained injuries from which it 
is doubtful if he can recover. If he 
should it is probable that the jumping 
folly will be all knocked out of him. 


IF THE people will watch and wait 
they will find that the republican party 
will adopt the same platform that Presi 
dent Cleveland brought forth in his 
message. 
The Chicago Tribune and 
Gov, Alger have already started the ball 
rolling. 
They want an extra session in 
April and want it specially charged with 
the duty of revising the tariff, reducing 
taxes on the necessaries of life and end 
ing surplus revenues. 
It is not firee 
trade now, oh, no! 


SABBATH desecration still continues, 
and yesterday afternoon and night the 
saloons, with only two or three excep 
tions, were running in full blast. The 
front doors were wide open and drunken 
men and boys could be seen going in 
and out, cursing and swearing. We 
call upon Mayor Mvihler to do his sworn 
duty in this matter and enforce the law. 
We call upon him in the name of the 
democracy of Fort Wayne to stop this 
great curse, which is ruining and de 
grading our young men and causing sor- 
row and distress in hundreds of homes. 


' WHETHER 
President-elect Harrison 
will redeem the promise of the republi- 
can platform regarding civil-service re- 
form or yield to the pressure of the 
spoilsmen and make a clean sweep, as 
far as the existing law will allow him to 
do so, remains to be seen. It is upon 
this point that the strength of his moral 
backbone will be first tested. He should 
not fail to observe that even from the 
practical standpoint, the removal of the 
civil service from the domain of partisan 
politics will prove an advantage. The 
rejJublicans in full possession of jjatron- 
age and offices suffered defeat in 1884, 
and without either won a decisive vic- 
tory in 1888. 
There was a world of 
truth in the remark of the old French 
statesmen, that when he conferred an 
office he made twenty enemies and one 
ingrate. 
American human nature is 
very like human nature elswhere in this 
respect. 


GOVERNOR FOBAKEB, of Ohio, is quite 
true to his reputation as a painstaking 
selfseeker in sending, before the returns 
had all been received, an embassy to 
General Harrison asking his appoint- 
ment to a cabinet office. 
Mr. Foraker 
is in politics for what there is in it, and 
he naturally rises early when he has far 
to travel. 
His extensive gall in this 
case, however, is quite enough to dis- 
gust any self-respecting man. 
Should 
President-elect Harrison find it necessary 
or expedient to name a cabinet officer 
from Ohio, Governor Foraker is the last 
man he should choose. 
The selection 
of John Sherman, or even so young a 
man as Major McKinley, would add to 
the prestige and power of his advisory 
council. 
Governor Foraker's appoint- 
ment would have the opposite effect. 
Mr. Foraker may suit the Ohio people 
very well, but he is several degrees too 
fresh for any office requiring real dig- 
nity and work. 


XHK VICTOBV COi»tPI.KTE. 


The republican victory is complete. 
It carries not only president, but senate 
and house, and the party charged with 
the national authority will be unhinder- 
ed in its work. 


General Harrison has received a ma- 
jority of 65 in the electoral college, with 
the possibility of adding the 6 votes of 
West Virginia, whioh wotild make his 
majority 71. 


The popular vote cannot be safely 
estimated, but it seems probatle that 
Harrison will have from 30,000 to 50,000 
majority out of 12,000,000 votes. 


The senate is made safely republican 
by the probable revolution in Dela- 
ware, by which the republicans will 
elect a senator to succeed Saulsbury; 


and there is a poesibility of another re 
publican gain in West Virginia. 


The house is certainly republican by 
not less t^um 5 and possibly 20. 
There 
are a dozen districts yet in doubt, but 
with the tide in favor of the repuUicacs 
it is not possible for them to lose enough 
to make a democratic majority in the 
popular branch. 


It is best for President-elect Harrison 
and best for the country, that both 
branches of congress will be in accord 
with his administration. 
It will enable 
the new authority to shape its policy on 
every important issue and crystallize it 
into law. 


A democratic house would be certain 
to embarass the new administration and 
prevent a definite tariff and tax policy 
from being adopted. 
The power and 
the responsibility for tariff and tax legis- 
lation will now be with tlie party of 
power, and any settled policy is better 
than persistent conflict to create distrust 
in business and industrial circles. ' 


The people have decided in favor of 
General Harrison for the presidency on 
a distinctly defined issue, and we are 
glad that every branch of the law mak- 
ing authority is in hai-mony. 
We will 
now have a definite tariff and tax policy 
and square responsibility for it. 
If it 
shall be wise the country will sustain it 
if it shall be unwise, the congress to be 
elected in 1890 will be against Harrison 
and Harrison's successor will be Grover 
Cleveland if he is then living. '

A New Ordinance Submitted to the 
Council (o-day. 


The Salamonie Natural Gas company 
handed to Mayor Muhler this morning 
their new ordinance and his honor som 
moned the council finance committee 
to meet this afternoon for its considera- 
tion. 
The price schedule is the same as 
the former ordinance save that it in 
creases the cost of coal to manufacturers, 
The ordinance also provides that after 
ten years from 1890 the council may 
revise the schedule of prices, and further 
provides that at no time shall the profits 
exceed 15 per cent, of the money actually 
invested in the plant. 


The salaries and operating expenses 
are not included in the money stated 
as "actually invested." 
The council 
stands divided on the ordinance, but it 
may pass.

A SCHEME for l)uilding a bridge over 
the straits of Dover has been brought 
out by the Creusot company and M. 
Hersent, the well-known contractor, 
says the London Daily 
Newa. 
No full 
statement has yet been iJiiblished, but 
the following main features are sup- 
plied on good authority : The bridge 
is to be about twenty miles long, the 
superstructure to rest 100 feet above the 
sea level, and the span between the 
piers to be 1,600 feet. It is to bear 
four lines of rails, and each of the piers 
will contain a place of refuge, and be 
surmounted with a powerful light. The 
authors of the scheme believe the foun- 
dations may be laid by means of com- 
pressed air bells, the mean depth of the 
channel being only about six fatho:us> 
wliile the greatest depressions seldom 
reach ten fathoms. 
The estimated cost 
of the 
work is £32,000,000. The 
metallic frame-work will weigh 2,000,- 
000 tons, and the construction will take 
about six years. 
The scheme will 
shortly be laid before the International 
Technical Committee, af'er which a 
charter from the Engli.sh and French 
goveniments will be applied for, no 
subvention being asked.
